An Ordinance Calling a Special 
Election To Be Held In Certain 
Territory To Be Known as Wal­ 
teria on the 2«th Day of July, 
1927, and Providing for the sub­ 
mitting to the Qualified Electors 
of Said District the Proposition 
of Annexing Said Territory to the 
City of Torrance, Designating the 
Tolling Places and Appointing 
Election Officers for Said Elcc-

WHEREAS there was filed with 
the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Torrance at a meeting thereof 
held on the 17th day of May, 1927, 
a petition signed by forty-seven 
persona who declared themselves to 
be qualified electors of the district 
hereinafter described, and which 
petition requested that a special 
election be held within said terri­ 
tory submitting to the electors 
therein the question whether such 
territory shall be annexed to, In­ 
corporated In and made a part of 
the said City of Torrance.

WHEREAS It appears that said 
petition la In form as required by, 
an act of the legislature of the 
State of California entitled, "An 
Act to provide for alteration of the 
boundaries of and for the annexa­ 
tion of territory to municipal cor­ 
porations, for the Incorporation of 
such annexed territory In and as 
a part thereof, and for the district­ 
ing, government and municipal con­ 
trol of such annexed territory, ap­ 
proved June 11, 1913. Now there­ 
fore,

The Board of Trustees of the 
City of Torrance do ordain as 
follows:

SECTION 1. The petition here­ 
inbefore mentioned is hereby de­ 
clared to be a valid and sufficient 
petition to require this Board of 
Trustees to call the election therein 
requested.

SECTION 2. An election -shall 
be and the same Is hereby called 
to be held on the 26th day of July, 
1927, in Walteria, which district 
or territory is more particularly 
described as follows:

Beginning at the southeast­ 
erly corner of Walteria Tract, 
as recorded In Pages BB and 56, 
Book 17 of Miscellaneous Rec­ 
ords of Los Angeles County, 
which point is in the boundary 
line of the City of Torrance, as 
said boundary existed April 
26, 1927; thence northwesterly 
along the southerly boundary 
of said Walteria Tract and the 
prolongation thereof along the 
northeasterly line of Tract No.
